Aided by electronic computers, mathe- 
maticians have estimated that a three- 
stage rocket missile is needed to shoot the 
tiny sphere aloft. At an altitude of 200 to 
800 miles, it will circle in an orbit traveling 
at an estimated speed of over 18,000 mph. 
It will pass over places like South 
America, Africa, the Balkans, a part of 
Soviet Russia, China, Australia and New 
Zealand. Trusting to clear atmosphere, 
with a pair of ordinary binoculars, it 
should be visible over portions of the U. S. 

Laden with instruments, the tiny sphere 
will circle the Earth about sixteen times 
during a full 24-hour day, remaining in its 
orbit from a few weeks to several months. 
Probing the unknown, this latest aerial 
robot will gather valuable data on cosmic 
rays, solar temperature and ultraviolet 
radiation. Miniature radio transmitters 
sealed within the satellite will automati-

The Progressed Moon Clocks Your Opportunities for Growth 


Or of the most valuable tools the 
Astrologer has in his study of the de- 
_velopment of a human being into a mature 
person is the cycle of the “progressed 
Moon.” This cycle lasts twenty-seven and 
one-third years, as it is an astrological 
interpretation of the period which the 
Moon actually takes to return to a point 
of departure in the zodiac, a period of 
27.3217 days. 
The equivalence of one day of planetary 
motion after birth to one year of actual 
- living is the basis of what the Astrologer 
usually calls’ secondary progressions or 
simply progressions. Back of such an idea 
of equivalence is the concept accord- 
ing to which a birth-chart is like a seed. 
The seed contains in potentiality the entire 
- future development of the plant growing 
from it. The full-grown oak is latent and 
eondensed in the germinating acorn. 
From the very moment the germinating 
process begins—which, in a human life, is 
the first moment of independent existence, 
the first breath—certain changes occur in 
rapid succession within the incipient germ. 
These changes are basic. and they control 
the later processes of development of the 
tree. We might find summed up in them 
the whole of the structural unfoldment of 
the oak. : y

(1) the emergence of the germ from the 
seed as the latter breaks in two; (2) the

. sprout to the sunlight (its becoming green, 


for instance—i.e., the growth of the chlo- 
rophyll); (4) the adjustment of this sprout 
to climate and atmosphere, the growth of 
its roots, drawing from the soil new chemi- 


‘cals; (5) the production of leaves from 


the stem; (6) the development of hard 
fiber and of protective bark; (7) the flow- 
ering; (8) the process of fertilization, often 
through the intermediary of insects; (9) 
the development of the fertilized cell, the 
seed-to-be; (10) the growth of the fruit; 
(11) the maturation of the seed and the 
simultaneous changes in the plant (in 
yearly plants, the drying up of the stem); 
(12) the release of the seed and its fall 
into the soil. 

These twelve phases of the life of a 
plant are very basic. If we take them in 
their broader and symbolical (or arche- 
typal) sense, we can find their equivalents 
in all living organisms. They assuredly 
have their parallel in the gradual unfold- 
ment of a human person, at the psycho- 
logical as well as at the biological levels— 
indeed, a mature individual person is the 
result of interaction between these two. 


Beyond these interactions, and inter- 
vening in the processes of personality 
growth at critical turning points, there 
is, moreover, in man a factor of purpose- 
ful guidance, a power of transformation 
and transcendence which seeks to make of 
man more than a biological organism and 
an animal. This, therefore, draws him in 
the direction of a further process of inte- 
gration. This process leads to the integra- 
tion of the animal-human personality with 
a purpose and a special quality of exist- 
ence in which should be expressed in time 


the at first latent divine character of the 
‘individual. 


THE FIRST PROCESS, WITH ITS TWELVE BASIC 
phases, refers to the field of life and 
personality. -It is, symbolically speaking, 
a lunar process. The second process of 
integration is traditionally related to the 
Sun, origin of light and heat. It is a solar 
process. The former refers to the develop- 
ment of biological and psychological func- 
tions; the latter, to the gradual realization 
in a human individual of his deeper “truth 
of being,” purpose and destiny and of the 
source of power which alone makes it 
possible for this individual truth and 
purpose to become actualized and, to some 
extent at least, fulfilled. 

What we call maturity is primarily 
understood as a condition of biological and 
psychological fulfillment; but there is also 
a spiritual kind of maturity which is pro- 
duced by the illumination of the person- 
ality by the solar aspect of man. The Sun, 
or divine ‘self, shines through the per- 
sonality. 

In this article, I am dealing with the 
lunar process of unfoldment of the per- 
sonality. The process is complex; and the 
progressions of the Moon do not entirely 
cover its many aspects, needless to say. 
But the nearly-28-year cycle, measured 
by these lunar progressions is a very 
valuable “frame of reference.” It enables 
us to orient ourselves significantly when 
we try to discover at any time through 
what phase of this whole process of bio- 
psychological unfoldment we are living.

WE MAY, OF COURSE, NOT MISS THEM 
entirely. We may let them happen, as it 
were, sideways or remotely. We do not — 
focus upon them in clear, conscious en- _ 
deavor. But we really grow only through 
that. upon which our whole attention is 
focused. We must engage ourselves ful- 
ly in what we are doing. A gear, half-en- 
gaged, shrieks and snaps easily. In our 
kind of personality transmission, we may 
not break down; but at least we lose 
momentum, the clutch slips, and power is | 
wasted in the race of life. = 

When I say the race of life, I am not 
speaking of hectic haste and competitive 


growth is, whether we like it or not, a 
measured process—also an irreversible _ 
one. An opportunity, lost through in- 
attention or because of blurred focus, may - 
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repeat itself years later; but your ability 
to meet it will have been altered in the 
meantime. Your organism may have lost 
some of its resilience and capacity for 


‘focused self-mobilization. In any case, 


what the full acceptance of this opportun- 
ity would have led to eventually may be 
frustrated by the delay. 

The essence of evil is waste and procras- 
tination. It is particularly so at a time of 
erisis, of change of gears in one's dynam- 
ic movement toward fulfillment. Yet, of 
course, undue haste, nervous agitation and 
a hectic pulling at the gear shift can pro- 
duce even worse results. But we become 
agitatedand hectic in our motion mostly 
when we have previously wasted time and 


_ opportunity, when we feel frustrated—and 


Y 


we cease to regain the lost time. 

We never can quite regain lost time, un- 
fortunately! We can only assimilate thor- 
oughly the lesson our loss has brought to 
us. Then, by incorporating this which we 
have learned with the experience of the 
new field ahead, we may enrich these new 
experiences with a depth of wisdom such 
as often does not come except through 
sorrow and through the quiet assimilation 
of our relative failure. 


The Age Factor 


At the moment of birth, the Moon is lo- 
cated in one of the natal houses, below 
or above the birth horizon and east or 
west of the meridian of the birth place. It 
is also in one of the twelve signs of the 
zodiac, The cycle of the progressed Moon 
starts from this natal position (in one 
house and in one sign). The progressed 
Moon moves through the whole natal 
chart—which I consider as a fixed, un- 


changing factor, a kind of blueprint of the 


whole life—in twenty-seven years and 


-about four months. It moves in counter- 


clockwise motion, in the order of the 
houses—that is, from the third house to 
the fourth house, then the fifth, etc. 

As the Moon moves with varying speed 
through the zodiacal signs—and also the 
number of zodiacal degrees in a house 


_ varies greatly, depending on the latitude 


and the sign rising at birth—it follows that 
the progressed Moon may stay much long- 
er in one house than in another. In tem- 
perate climates, the difference easily va- 
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ries between one year or one year and a 
half, and four.or five years, the average 
being two years and some months. This 
means that the schedule of growth of 
our personality allows for more or less 
time to concentrate upon any one of the 
twelve basic phases of this growth. 

As people, in most cases, live more than 
twenty-seven years, the lunar cycle is 
normally repeated two, three or even four 
times. Theoretically, each new time should 
see the personal unfoldment taking place 
at a higher level of opération and, above 
all, of consciousness, understanding and 
purpose. But many people do not reach 
much, higher than the biological, ances- 
tral and traditional level of personality 
which characterizes the first twenty-seven 
or twenty-eight years of a normal life. 
The second level (up to about fifty-five) 
should refer to the unfoldment of the truly 
individual potentialities of a man’s per- 
sonality—to that which singles him out of 
the average and the collective type and 
makes of him a relatively unique individ- 
ual with a character and a purpose strictly 
his own. 


THE THIRD AND FOURTH LEVELS GIVE THE 
possibility of further growth in conscious- 
ness and wisdom in effective service to the 
community and to humanity as a whole, 
etc.—or else, if the human being has never 
been truly “individualized” and has drift- 
ed along with the collective tide, he or she 
settles into old age, as the biological ener- 
gies of the body wane. 


We should also realize that the meaning 
of the passage of the progressed Moon 
through any of the natal houses is deeply 
influenced by the age factor. If a person is 
born with the Moon in the sixth house, it 
is evident that the accent on human re- 
lationship, indicated as the progressed 
Moon reaches the seventh house, must 
have a different meaning than it would 
have if the natal Moon were in the twelfth 
house. The seventh-house passage in the 
first case would correspond with infancy; 
and whatever relationships would be im- 
plied would have to be mainly those of the 
infant to the objects of his immediate en- 
vironment. Whereas, in the second in- - 
instance, the seventh-house passage would 
come around the age of fourteen or fifteen 
and the element of intimate relationship 


would carry the flavor of adolescent long- 
ings or bravado. 

The age of the person must be the first 
thing to consider when one studies a 
birth-chart with a view toward helping 
that person better to understand his or 
her temperament and oppoxtunities for 
growth. The study must include progres- 
sions because, when talking to a person, 
you must address yourself to that per- 
son’s need as it is then—and age is very 
basic in ascertaining the character and 
level of operation of that need.

First-House Passage 


When the progressed Moon erosses the 
ascendant and as it passes through the 
- first house, you should watch for the op- 
portunity to take a new breath, symbol- 
ically speaking, and to make a new be- 
ginning. This ascendant crossing can usu- 
“ally be used effectively as a means to 
rectify a chart, to discover the exact 
moment of birth or of the first breath. 
However, as one grows older, the inertia 
of the past often does delay the new move, 
the change of residence or the creative 
awareness of a new rhythm of existence 
and a new tone of selfhood. Whether or 
not an outer event occurs, the challenge 
to you is to realize yourself consciously in 
a new way. 

If this takes place in infancy, the result 
may not be too obvious. Yet a change of 
residence, a new quality of relationship 
between the parents, altering the tone of 
the psychic substance of the child’s growth 
and,.above all, an inner contact with soul 
energies may mark the start of a new 
rhythm of existence. 

As the person grows up, the passage of 
the progressed Moon over the natal ascen- 
darit may indicate an effort at individual- 
ization, at becoming one’s true self. Usu- 
ally, such an effort is polarized by some 
outer change; but this is not essential. 
Often the progressed Moon over the natal 

` ascendant of a woman or man occurs at 
marriage time, but not always. The house 
position of the progressed Moon when one 
first marries characterizes significantly 
the place the marriage occurs in the over- 
all pattern of the life: thus, the way one 
should meet the experience so as to ex- 


tract from it the most meaningful harvest.

Second-House Passage 


This house stands for all that you o 
and for the quality of your sense of own: 
ership—i. e., your characteristic attitud 
toward, and the use you make of, posses- 
sions, whether they be money and things 
of value or innate faculties and abilities. 
What has been started during the firs 
house period should then be substanti- 
ated, made concrete, usable, applicable. a 
The demand of life is for you to learn how 
to use significantly what is available to 
you: vitality, wealth, mental powers, etc. 


Third-House Passage

During such a period, life wants you to 
focus your attention and energies uj 
gaining stability or increased security. ] 
the child, stability comes from his expe:

He seeks to define himself t 
himself. Such a process of self-defining 
can be done at several levels—in the 
home and family; later, in the communi 
life in which one participates; still later, in 
terms of some wider or more transcend 
group or field of work, acting as a ma’ 
for higher-level antoine. Thes 
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challenge and opportunity life presents 
then is that you should solidly establish 
yourself in terms of some basic and focal- 
ized allegiance. Then only will power be 
made available to you, for then you stand;

Fifth-House Passage 


Now comes the challenge of self-expres- 
sion or, more precisely, of how to release 
your excess vital and personal energy so 
that (1) you grow from the release; (2) 
no one (yourself included) is hurt by it; 
-and (3) you use your powers according 
to their intrinsic nature, with purity, with- 
out adulterating elements or chaotic and 
unrhythmic haste.

Sixth-House Passage 


The keynote of such a period is self- 
improvement and self-reorientation. It 
tends to be a period of readjustment, 
perhaps crisis, because our fifth-house 
performances are rarely adequate or spon- 
taneous and harmonious enough; then 
they lead to difficulties or ill health. Focus 
your attention on learning new techniques, 
on self-analysis, on improving your re- 
sponses to the challenges of life. 

At times, the trend seems to be in some 
other direction. You may get married, 
with the progressed Moon in the sixth 
house, for instance; in this case, you;can 
see that the basic purpose of this mar- 
riage is to teach you something vital about 
yourself and how to improve or deepen 
your approach to people. Your mate is 
revealed as your teacher, not perhaps by 
what he or she says, but by the problems 
and perhaps the crisis which the marriage 
brings, sooner or later. 


Seventh-House Passage 


This house is the field of all experiences 
through which you learn to meet one: or 
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more individuals as equals and partners. 
Here is your opportunity to surrender 
your egocentric attitudes and transform 
them by love and cooperation. You should 
learn how to share with others, particular- 
ly to share ideals and motives for action. 
Obviously, the kind of experiences and 
opportunities you will meet at such time 
will depend greatly upon your age. But 
at any age, we may grow through coop- 
eration and sharing; and the love of a child 
playmate may be as vital in our develop- 
ment as the passion of the mature lover, 
seeking to lose himself or herself in the 
beloved. 


Eighth-House Passage 


The purpose of eighth-house experience, 
in the over-all pattern of personal unfold= 
ment, is twofold: the very substance of 
the egocentric consciousness (and its 


frame of reference) should be renewed,. 


and the cooperative sharing learned dur- 


ing the preceding period should become. 


productive. The two things are, of course, 
related. Because the new life experi- 
enced during the seventh-house phase of 
the lunar cycle is productive of valuable 
fruits, ego can be made to give up its 


old pattern of feeling, thinking and be-. 


havior. Conversely, as egocentric atti- 
tudes fade out, the fruition of love and 
partnership becomes richer and more sat- 
isfying. 

However, it may also be that the part- 
ner has proven deceiving, unworthy or 
binding (subtly or obviously), in which 
case conflict may occur. This also can take 
place if the ego refuses to surrender its 
privileges and biases and the love experi- 
ences have been lacking the strength or 
meaningfulness required to make this sur- 
render attractive or seemingly valid. 


Ninth-House Passage 


This is the time when you should seek 
understanding. Through these months (or 
years) you ought to focus your attention 


- upon learning the “laws of life,” as well 
--as those of human nature and of society. 


It can be a time of outer expansion and 
travel to distant places. But the basic 
purpose remains to understand more and, 
through understanding, to grow wiser— 
and. perhaps to assume responsibility as 


one who teaches the way of understand- 
ing. In some cases, the process may be 
«hard and exacting. Neither the individual 
ego nor the love nature may want to un- 
derstand. Indeed, we often fear under- 
standing! The law may defeat you. You 
may be judged. Yet that, too, means 
growth and is necessary for real maturity. 


Tenth-House Passage 


When the progressed Moon crosses the 


zenith of the birth-chart, a time for: 


achievement—professionally or in any 
other more personal ways—is often ex- 
perienced. Achievement means literally 
coming to a head. Life and its processes 
can, or at least should, come to a head 
- then in your own personal nature.. Again, 
the age factor will give various meanings 
to such a culmination of efforts or ener- 
gies. An infant could not achieve much 
if his progressed Moon would reach his 
natal midheaven at the age of two or four! 
Yet, conceivably, even the infant’s success 
in meeting early challenges may affect 
his whole life. Besides, at this level of or- 
ganic growth, the tenth house refers most- 
-ly to one of the parents. Babies can con- 
centrate very effectively on achieving 
some definite results with their parents! 


Eleventh-House Passage 


This section of the birth-chart has been 
called the house of friends, hopes and 
wishes. More basically, it refers to what 
follows after achievement—or, at least, 
after having established yourself i in society 
as a member of a class, a profession, an 
occupational group. Such a tenth-house 
establishment allows you, in many cases, 
to fulfill some of your hopes and wishes 
and to make social contacts or friendships.

An amusing legend relates that Oliver Cromwell and a colonel paid a nocturnal 
visit to the Devil before engaging Charles’ army. Cromwell was assured of — 
success because Mars was his important star and three o'clock on September 3- 
his important time; but he would die in exactly seven years. The rumor was rife 
throughout England—though in all probability, it was simply an Astrologer that 


he had consulted. 


The prophecy was astonishingly accurate. He had already defeated Charles at 
Dunbar on September 3, and the remnants of Chdrles’-army had been cleared 
about three. The next year on precisely the same day, the Battle of Worcester, 
which confirmed his power, was begun at three. Seven years later, Cromwell died

But, in a deeper sense, you are then als = 
confronted with the realization that social 
position, success or fame: are not ends in 
themselves.

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What Mars in Opposition 
to Jupiter Portends This Year 


E A? aspect of unusual length and, thus, 
of added significance characterizes 
the last eight months of 1956. This is the 
Jupiter-Mars opposition. It occurs three 
times—first, from 23° Leo-Aquarius, on 
May 22; then, from 15° Virgo- Pisces on 
September 20; and last, from 29° Virgo- 
Pisces on December 4. The latter is prob- 
ably the least important because both 
planets are leaving the signs. What it has 
meant has already been manifested. As- 
pects between Jupiter and Mars have not 
the deep meaning, in broad terms, that 
have aspects between Saturn and one of 
the cosmic planets or Jupiter; ör, among 
the cosmic planets themselves—Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto. 

Because this thrice-repeated opposition 

takes place in a period of great planetary 
upheaval, it is but an added indication 
that we are going through a time of'broad 
transition, with many changes, many mis- 
takes in judgment, much fluctuation and 
“uncertainty, before the pattern of the fu- 
‘ture clearly emerges. By planetary up- 
heaval is meant the change of signs of 
both Uranus and Neptune. Both planets 
moved into new signs in late 1955 and have 
retrograded into their former signs at 
the moment of the first Jupiter-Mars op- 
position. At the second one, Uranus has 
re-entered Leo, to remain there for seven 
years; Neptune is moving out of Libra 
again, to re-enter Scorpio in October. 
Neptune’s periods are said to define shifts 
and alterations in the social structure of 
the world. Astrologers have long foretold 
that 1956-58 would be tumultuous and 
difficult years. We shall get a preview of 
what this can mean this summer. 


WHAT IS NOTABLE IN THE PICTURE OF THE 
Jupiter-Mars opposition at its very start 
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By Pauline Messina 


is that Jupiter is afflicted. Since Jupiter 
is considered the planet of luck, expansion, 
self-confidence, its negative aspects do not 
mean hardships as such, but are the results 
of the abuse of the above-named qualities. 
Poor judgment, unrealistic expectations, 
carelessness, drifting, extravagance and 
chancetaking are all characteristic of Jupi- 
ter under affliction. It usually affects 
money matters; thus, we shall undoubted- 
ly experience shake-ups on the stock mar- 
ket, many price adjustments, fluctuations 
in employment and general but slow reali- 
zation that all the bright quarterly reports 
have not accurately reflected our true 
economic situation. Some businesses will 
continue to expand and grow; others will 
retract or change. It will be what the 
economists call spotty. The worst will 
undoubtedly be through the summer, with 
a stabilizing of outlook and conditions at 
the year’s end, with the powerful Uranus- 
Saturn trine. 

In May, Jupiter in Leo and Mars in 
Aquarius were both forward in motion; 
but Saturn was retrograding from Sagit- 
tarius back to Scorpio: This emphasis on 
fixed signs stressed methods, procedures, 
foundations, making plans. There was 
considerable excitement and overconfi- 
dence, even rashness, in the public mind 
and expectations, as Mars was the planet 
applying to Jupiter. 

Immediately after the Jupiter-Mars op- 
position on May 22, Jupiter moved to the 
square of Saturn, June 21. This was bad 
for the stock market. Business reports for 
the second quarter reflected caution, if 
not pessimism. This Jupiter-Saturn square 
was more painful because the previous 
Jupiter-Mars opposition was so unrealis- 
tic. The whole picture was extreme. The 
entire period from May 22 to June 21 was 
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tense, with all kinds of conflicting reports: 
But after the 21st, for a time at least, there 
will be a feeling of getting down to reality, 
seeing things clearly, cutting out dead- 
wood.. But it probably won’t help very 
much because the next Jupiter-Mars 'op- 
position, from Virgo to Pisces, is forming. 


VIRGO AND PISCES ARE THE SIGNS OF SERV- 
ice and relate to people and the human 
element, as do all the mutable signs. The 
change in emphasis, from fixity to muta- 
bility, brings a change in the nature of 
events. Virgo rules labor, among other 
things; hence, some employment and labor 
conditions will be worrisome. Pisces sug- 
gests the emotional undercurrent, empha- 
sized by Mars in Pisces, a very weak 
placement for Mars. Considerable churn- 
ing, muttering, dissatisfaction with basic 
conditions will be voiced; but action is 
likely to be poorly thought out, too little; 
too late and generally inadequate. Yet 
- while Mars is direct, this will not be too 
noticeable. 


On August 10, Mars turns retrograde. 
while Jupiter moves steadily on to make 
- its first opposition from Virgo on Septem- 
ber 20. The entire period from August 10 
to October 10, when Mars turns direct, will 
be difficult and troublesome. The poorest 
judgments, results of unrealistic planning, 
disappointments through hopes deferred 
or unrealized, occur just before Septem- 
ber 20 and the first Virgo-Pisces opposi- 
tion. September is a poor month, as Mer- 
cury also retrogrades from the 13th to 
early October. 


From October 10, affairs pick up; but 
it will be interesting to watch how les- 
sons learned from setbacks, troubles, un- 
certain conditions will influence the last 
quarter of the year. The Jupiter-Mars 
opposition is still in effect. Exaggeration, 
extravagance, poor planning are hin- 
drances. However, from November to the 
year’s end, Saturn (now in Saggitari- 
us) moves ‘slowly to the trine of Uranus. 
This is stabilizing, but what stability has 
been established has something /new and 
different as its base. That is what the Sat- 
urn-Uranus trine, from fire signs, infers. 
Naturally, the election results will have 
ended many uncertainties by then,

A es royal star Regulus is the heart of 
_ 4 Leo, the insignia of rulership. Every 
Leonian (any person with a birthday 
occurring between July 24 and August 23 


approximately) in his or her way aspires’ 


to rule and strives to command respect. 

The Leo native is by nature commanding 
and authoritative, since the desire to lead 
and direct is very keen.

In any case, the Leonian 
may be called upon to make concessions 
of a kind not at all to his liking. 

A GEMINIAN (MAY 22 - JUNE 21) IS NOT 
an altogether suitable candidate for close 
companionship with a Leo native. The 
Geminian is cynical and critical of the 
` Leonian ego and so is apt to wound the 
Leo person's self-respect. There are, of 
course, many points of similarity and of 
concord between them; and there may be 
grounds for mutual admiration, too. How- 
ever, there is also so much room for dis- 
cord and divergences of opinion that it is 
rare to find Geminian-Leonian friendships 
developing a permanent footing. 


SOME CANCER-LEO FRIENDSHIPS TURN OUT 
to be ideal. But as Cancer is a water sign 
and Leo a fire sign, it is well to remember 
that fire and water do not as a rule make 
the best of mixtures. In affection and in 
sentimentality, there is kinship between 
the Leonian and Cancerian (June 22 - 
July 23). But the Leonian’s greatest dif- 
ficulty lies in making adjustments to 
Cancerian moods, for there exists beween 
the pair tremendous differences in tem- 
perament; it is here that the danger lies. 


A LEONIAN, OF COURSE, HAS LITTLE DIFFI- 
culty in getting along with a fellow Leo- 
nian as a rule ( that is, of course, provided 
the configurations of their respectiye 
horoscopes do - not otherwise clash). 
Nevertheless, one has to remember that 
the central Leo urge is for supremacy. 
He wants to be the central pivot of the 
private circle, with other related beings 
as ee who are required to keep

their proper distances and to travel in 
their appointed orbits. Consequently, 
there is little room for two central suns— 
unless both are prepared to act as a binary 
in a king-and-queen kind of relationship! 
This is a point that needs to be remem- 
bered, for on it depends the success or 
failure of a Leo-Leo companionship. 


IT MAY BE SAID AT ONCE THAT A VIRGOAN 
(August 24—September 23) is too talka- 
tive and too critical to become a compan- 
ion for a Leo individual, Thus, it rarely 
takes long for differences of opinion to de- 
velop between the two. However, some 
Virgoans are especially adaptable and can 
adjust themselves admirably to Leo’s re- 
quirements. When this happens, there is 
hope for a successful partnership, Never- 
theless, the Leonian may be quick to re- 
sent Virgoan flirtatiousness and interest in 
others, for his chief demand is that atten- 
tion must be reserved for himself alone.

OF ALL ZODIACAL TYPES, THE LEONIAN IS 
perhaps the most difficult to accommodate 
in the matter of intimate relationships.

Moreover, the Capricornian is 
often as dull and taciturn as the Leonian 
is bright and sociable. Matter-of-fact Cap- 
ricorn is little given to sentimentality. 
Added to this, the Leonian often finds he

LEO AND AQUARIUS ARE OPPOSING SIGNS. 
Since they, therefore, possess complemen- 
tary characteristics, a Leonian usually gets" 
along well enough with an Aquarian (Jan- 
uary 21—February 19). One thing they 
have to contend with, however, is the in- 
nate snobbishness of both! The Leonian 
believes he was born to rule with the di- 
vine right of kings; and the Aquarian, 
while he prates about the “brotherhood of 
man,” is usually very class-conscious.

still has the same old soul. This revival of 
Germany will have Pluto and Uranus in 
the fourth sector of the Empire chart. 
This’ is incontestable astrological proof 
that the new Germany will not be fooling! 

On this point, we have two schools of 
thought. One school holds that the new 
Germany will have great power and that 
she will be friendly, especially to England. 
The other school holds that when the 
progressed ascendant of Hitler’s chart 


reaches a certain degree, Germany will 
again attack England. Whatever the actual. 
“mundane events tomorrow, astrological 


indications are ample and obvious that 
Germany will soon become the center of

_ What are the possible sources of aid or 
resistance to the play of the cosmic forces 
outlined here? These very forces have 
already brought France and Italy to poli- 
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tical impotence. The most Catholic nation 
in the world, Italy, seethes with radicalism. 
France is beyond the pale. The soul of 
reborn Germany will be assailed by a 
tempest in which every mooring of reli- 
gious and spiritual security and poise will 
be swept away.

THE BRITISH CHARTS SHOW STRONG IMPACTS 
through Virgo. In the 1707 chart, Virgo 
is across the eighth cusp; and in the 1801 
chart, it is across the twelfth. Thus, the 
conjunction of Uranus and Pluto in Virgo 
falls in the eighth house in the first chart, 
in the house of secret enemies and isola- 
tion in the second. Take your choice. 
While I do not have an “Ephemeris” for 
that time, the conjunction ‘of Uranus- 
Pluto will occur at about 27° Virgo. At 
any rate, it will oppose the natal Uranus of 
Her Majesty’s chart at 27° Pisces. These 
three facts warn us that at that time, Eng- 
land will have a knotty German problem 
on her hands. It may not be an attack; but 
it certainly looks like Germany using an 
instrument of pressure against England, 
embodying Pluto-Uranus-Virgo elements. 
One perforce wonders if our opening re- 
marks have any bearing on this point. 

By far the most powerful impacts will 
occur in the Soviet chart for November 9, 
1917. The Jupiter-Neptune conjunction of 
1958 at 4° Scorpio will trine the natal

There are parents who, in trying to con- 
quer fears in their offspring, purposely 
push the child into them, with hope that 
he, finding himself unharmed, will get 
over the phobia. 

If care is used, with an understanding 
of the cause and probable effect, these 
things can be at least partially overcome 
so that the child no longer rebels. Un- 
derstanding, not force, is the answer; fore- 
ing the issue only makes it worse, produc-

perpetrator of that force. 


I WITNESSED THE RESULTS OF AN ATTEMPT 
to force a child to overcome a fear on a 
beach one Sunday afternoon. A young 
couple and their tiny son were at a beach 


_party; but the little fellow would not go 


near the sea. The sand was fine; he loved 
it, shifting his fingers through its warm 
softness in sheer joy. But he would have 
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nothing to do with the water. Kicking 
and screaming and drawing back in fear, 
his little body trembled all over every 
time they tried to get him into it. 

Both parents were good swimmers. 
They were irritated by the child’s con- 
duct and a little ashamed, as other chil- 
dren played in and out of the softly curl- 


ing waves along the shore. They tried to * 


force the child; but he wouldn’t be 
forced. Finally, in desperation, the father 
picked his son up and carried him into 
the ocean. 

Kicking and screaming in terror, the 
little one began to turn blue and choke. 
An older man, who had been watching 
them, rushed down into the water, took 
the choking child from his father’s arms, 
ran back up onto the beach with him, laid 
him face downward on the warm sand and 


gently began to massage his back, talking a 


to him in a soft, coaxing voice. 

The relieved parents tried to thank him 
for his assistance as the child came out of 
his fit with long, choking sobs. 

“Tve raised nine,” he said, smiling up at 
them as he continued to pat the little boy. 
“You learn a lot that isn’t in books, rais- 
ing them; and you learn that a lot that 


is written doesn’t apply to your child. Most

But I knew—and he probably knew— 
that from now on the child would have 
two fears—one of water, the other of his 
father. One was buried in his subcon- 
scious; the other would submerge and 
grow like a nasty weed as the years went 
by, unless something was done to correct 
it. 


IT WAS ONLY A COUPLE OF WEEKS LATER 
that a young married woman wished to 
have the chart of her baby girl done, hop- 
ing to find out why she was so terrified at 
getting her bath. 

“She kicks and screams-and fights like 
a wild. animal,” the mother explained. 

I was sure that I would find a square in 
one of the water signs involving Saturn, 
‘since this planet, when afflicted, produces 
fear. If in or afflicted by a planet in a 
- water sign, it could well produce this kind 
of behavior in a small child. It is logical 
that an infant would not be able to tell 
you that he is terrified when placed in 
water; besides not having learned to talk 
yet, he would be incapable of explaining 
subconscious dread. 

In the case of the baby girl the condi- 
tion was a square from a conjunction of 
the Sun and Venus in Aquarius to Saturn 
in Scorpio, from the fifth to the eighth.

1. The return of the progressed Moon 


to its natal place. 


2. The return of transiting Saturn to its 


natal place. 


Very often, these influences result in a 
change of career or of residence; but even 
where they are not so obvious, there is 
a change of attitude. Unless a person is 
so undeveloped that it is impossible to 


learn any lessons from life, there is a ` 


revaluation of fundamental beliefs and 
principles in the light of experience. What 
has happened is that the Moon and Saturn, 
during their circuit of the twelve signs, 
have run the whole gamut of possible 
relationships to their own and other natal 
positions in the individual’s horoscope, 
then have returned to their own places 
and reawakened their natal vibrations. 
The ego in its contact with reality has 
been subjected to different experiences, 
and now all relationships appear in a new 
light. As Shakespeare, had one of his 
characters say, “The wheel has come full 
circle; I am here.” 


THE MOON’S IMPORTANCE IN PERSONALITY 
is second only to the Sun’s but as we all 
know, it moves very rapidly, going around 
the Earth in approximately 2814 days; so 
its transits are of very brief influence and 
important chiefly in “triggering” the more 
powerful buildups of other heavenly 
bodies. However, the progressed Moon, 


traveling in one year the degrees that 
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the transiting Moon travels in one day, 
is tremendously important in influence. 
It promotes development along the lines 
indicated by the natal Moon in the horo- 
scope, particularly in respect to family 
matters, children and the affairs of young 
people, daily surroundings in home and 
working conditions, food, health, public 
favor and often travel. 

The changing relationships of the pro- 
- gressed Moon result in varying attitudes 
to environment, changes of personality 
and disposition, happy and unhappy times, 
“creative and less creative cycles, varia- 
tions in the ability to adapt to circums- 
tances or to attract good will, fortune. 

Many people establish new homes at 
that age, whether by marrying or (if al- 
ready married) getting out of an apart- 
ment into a house or leaving the family 
community and setting up in a new place; 
or (if single) getting into something per- 
manent if life has been a series of clubs 
and shared quarters; or breaking out. óf 
a dull routine into new experiences. The 
number of enrollments in night school 
courses is high at this age, too, since we 
come to know ourselves better and are 
ripe for self-improvement. It is often a 
turning point in the matter of health, for 
better or for worse. If a chronic weak- 
ness is suspected, treatment at this time 
will often have unexpectedly good results. 


IT IS EASY TO SEE THE GROWTH FACTOR IN 
the Moon’s progress, but many people find 
it hard to understand how change can re- 
sult from a transit of Saturn—solid, con- 
servative Saturn, planet of the past, of 
obstacles and restrictions. The truth is 
that Saturn represents inward change. 

` This planet shows the point at which the 
personal ego comes into contact with out- 
side forces, and the result we call ex- 
perience. The way we react to experience 
is what builds character; and in the basic 
motto of Astrology, “Character is destiny.” 


Alterations resulting from Saturn’s re- 
lationships are the fruit of long prepara- 
tion, sometimes conscious but more often 
unconscious or at least unexpressed. They 
more often result in outward events and 
obvious attitudes where an individual has 
Saturn prominent in the horoscope, but 
are something we all experience whether 
the great character developer is natally 
emphasized or not. :

Any transit of Saturn brings situations 
that call for patience. What has been taken 
for granted for years suddenly becomes 
restricting; sometimes we feel the pinch of 
poverty, loneliness or bereavement. There 
is always some necessity to be on our 
own. Sometimes that is the result of an 
individual’s .own desire, sometimes of 
events which make it impossible for family 
or associates to give practical help with 
plans or ambitions. 

An unwise sor undeveloped person may 
go to extremes in trying to get away from 
these restrictions, wrongly blaming out- 
ward circumstances for something that is 
within himself. There is no escape from 
Saturn transits. The wise person learns 
to endure restriction, to recognize his 
limitations and to look realistically at his 
life’s pattern, planning the future on the 
lines indicated as sound by past experi- 
ence. The time is ripe for us to learn some 
important lessons about ourselves and our 
ambitions; and Saturn, which retrogrades 
periodically and crosses the sensitive point 
at least three times during these im- 
portant years, brings these urges into 
the foreground of consciousness over and 
over again. 


ANOTHER PLANETARY CYCLE THAT SOME- 
times takes a hand at this time is that of 
transiting Uranus, planet of the new and 
unexpected, which tends to originality 
and independence in thought and action. 
Uranus travels at an average speed of 
seven years through each sign; but, of 
course it also retrogrades and covers any 
given point several times. 

At the time the progressed Moon and 
transiting Saturn are returning to the 
natal points, Uranus is usually hovering 
around the point of a trine to its natal 
place. A trine is a protective aspect that 
helps things to run smoothly and does not 
bring about the conflicts that are basic in 
all definite events; therefore, it does not 
in itself produce action unless Uranus 
forms an important aspect to some other 
position. In a period up to two years, 
however, this often does happen; and when , 
it does, the favorable position of Uranus 
provides good opportunities for getting 
rid of old situations and undertaking new 
plans in a spirit of progress.
